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AN INSTITUTION BEYOND POLITICS 

In the bringing up of most Americans they have fortu- 
nately been taught and brought to appreciate the impor- 
tance of the Supreme Court as that agency of American 
government which is supposed to be free from all partisan 
influence . In true regard for justice and the rights of all 
individuals alike, that is the point where partisan politics, 
it was understood, is counted out. 

With clean hands, if maybe not always a 'pure heart,' 
politicians, it was just about taken for granted, have trust- 
ed even their political fortunes, as being safe in the hands 
of the Court because of its impartial considerations. 

Thus, if and when, any political reference is made in 
connection with that highest of all the nation's tribunals 
there naturally comes patriotic resentment from the Amer- 
ican heart and mind . It was, therefore, no surprise to us 
to read from one of the nation's leading commentators a 
timely warning in connection with a reference to a recent 
remark of Vice President Nixon. 

In referring to Mr. Nixon's remarks to an assembled 
group of Republicans at a Lincoln Day dinner, Joseph C. 
Harsch stressed the grave danger of "playing with fire for 
partisan advantage." The Vice President had told his fel- 
low Republicans that, "speaking for an unanimous Supreme 
Court, a Republican Chief Justice . . . has ordered an end 
to racial segregation in the nation's public schools." 

We should like to believe that Mr. Nixon was trying 
merely to inspire his colleagues with Chief Justice War- 
ren's high regard for traditional impartial handling of the 
affairs of the Court. But to link the partisan term Repub- 
lican to actions performed by the tribunal or its Chief 
Justice is. we must admit, not a commendable practice; 
may rightly be regarded an overstepping of the liberties 
commonly allowed politicians during a Presidential elec- 
tion year. Moreover, even when speaking just among fel- 
low partisans. 

There has been too much of the implication of partisan 
politics associated with the Supreme Court since, in the 
thirties, when one of our Presidents attempted to revamp 
that body's personnel to make its sentiments conform to 
the desires of those in charge of the legislative and execu- 
tive branches of the government. 

We are not familiar with the context of the Nixon 
speech referred to above. We can only hope that it was 
of some substance as would shed some redeeming light on 
the reference to the Supreme Court, whose integrity all 
Americans must uphold. 



MUST WE HAVE MORE INFLATION ? 

While it is no surprise to read in reports from 
Miami Beach, where the AFL-CIO Executive Council has 
been holding a mid-winter conclave, that there must be 
"substantial" wage boosts in 1956, this could sound better 
for labor (as a whole) than it actually is. 

After all, that is the war cry, not to mention the life- 
line itself, for the labor leader who expects to remain 
such. But how much further up can they hope to go with 
production costs, without bringing on more inflation? 
Without adding t>> the living costs of everybody? And 
'everybody' includes many more workers who will not be 
privileged to get in on these "substantial wage increases" 
than those who will . 

How long is our American economy to be plagued with 
the threats and the maneuvers of minority pressure groups 
whose selfish ambitions are a menace and a source of dis- 
pleasure even to many of their own constitutents? The 
masses of labor certainly cannot be expected to benefit 
from these high sounding promises of higher wages, to 
those whose pav checks are already disportionately large as 
compared with the average consumer on whose back falls 
the burden of higher prices in the market place. 

The small business man, the white collar worker and 
that individual whose tribe continues to increase — he of 
the fixed income, not to mention the farmer and others 
who come within the category of "innocent bystander," 
are simply the victims of this lopsided economical squeeze. 
The situation is already bad enough. But to have to con- 
sider the probability of il getting worse, makes it 'worse' 
enough even today. 

It is the threat to more inflation against which we are 
trying to lift this feeble cry in the wilderness. What sort 
of foolish thinking is this that advocates higher, and ever 
higher, prices on commodities the consumer must buy? It 
has already gone pretty far. Last year, it came near get- 
ting out of hand. And this is an election year, when 
threats come thick and fast, as well as promises from the 
politicians. 

If it so (and so it is according to our democratic way) 
that the people are the court of last resort, then these last- 
worders had better be doing some sane thinking.

Voters of Kentucky will be 
faced with two constitutional 
amendments at the November 
1957 general election, as a result 
of action taken by the regular 
session of the 1956 General As- 
sembly. 

First of the amendments would 
authorize establishment of a con- 
stitutional State Board of Educ- 
cation, appointed by the governor, 
to hold terms for nine years each, 

from one to nine years so that 
appointment would be made 
jally. In turn, the board 
would name the superintendent 
of public instruction, now an 
tlective official. He would hold 
office for an indefinite term. 
The other amendment is de- 
imed to make the process of 
institutional revision simpler. It 
oulil permit the offering of five 
instead of two — amendments to 
■ people at any given election, 
id many persons believe that the 
process would facilitate the early 
val of so much that is out- 
moded in the present Constitu- 

The new amendment , too, 
would authorize submission of 
constitutional amendments at spe- 
cial elections.

A CITY WITHOUT A NEWSPAPER 

What is it like to live in a city without a regular 
newspaper? 

The people of Detroit know— after a prolonged strike 
that shut down all three of its dailies . The merchants of 
the city learned it particularly well— the hard way. They 
used all the other media to the limit. Some stores put out 
handbills of their own, to advertise their holiday wares. 
Yet through Christmas trade for the country as a whole 
was well above last year, many Detroit stores did less 
business. The lack of newspapers was responsible. 

Again the merchants faced a fresh problem at post- 
holiday sale time. They had bargains and specials to offer 
as usual — but moving them was another matter, without 
newspaper advertising space. 

The community problems that arise from lack of news- 
papers are certainly not limited to the big cities. The 
smaller towns are equally dependent upon the weeklies 
and dailies that serve them. In the small town, especially, 
the newspaper is a running record of its history— a thread 
that constantly touches the lives of all the people who 
Uve there. And, despite the newer media, it remains the 
most effective means of advertising for merchants and 
others. 

Infinitely more important the newspaper, small or 
large, is a guardian of our rights and liberties which is al- 
ways on duty.— Dawson Springs Progress.

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A SENSE OF HISTORY 

\o matter what the subject be- 
ing taught, one of the hardest 
things to get across is the idea 
of history. It is far easier for 
to think that things are now 
they have always been than 
make an effort to see things 
historically. Though we are con- 
siderably better in our conception 
of time than our ancestors were, 
till pretty ridiculous to con- 
sider our distortion of things 
past. 

Two of my numerous teachers 
drilled and drove into me a sense 
of anachronism, that is, a feeling 
for things that just could not 
been at the time they ap- 
peared in a story of poem depict- 
ing something of a long time 
ago. One teacher, especially, loved 
to find in Vergil's AENEID evi- 
dences of the author's putting 
things from his own time back 
the remotest period of his 
hero, who came from Troy about 
B.C. to found Rome or its 
early settlements . 

Shakespeare and his whole pe- 
riod jumbled time so much that 
it sometimes becomes funny. Of 
ourse, his actors were dressed 
n Elizabethan costume; hence it 
cas not odd for Julius Caesar to 
ippear on doublet and hose like 
Sir Walter himself. 



in commenting on the lack of 
soap in other days, used to ex- 
claim, "No wonder the faces of 
the prophets shone!" It has been 
some time since I have heard 
even an elderly person brag of 
the great foods that used to be 
served, back before screens were 
in use. Most of us, I suspect, 
not forget that when Mammy 
was in the kitchen, so were the 
flies. Occasionally, however, some 
worshiper of old things merely 
because they were old ignores 
common sense and breaks forth 
into raptures of old-fashioned 
cookery.

W'th only 10 per cent more 
birds in their laying flocks than 
25 years ago, egg production was 
up 67 per cent. In 1930. the an- 
nual production of the average 
hen was only 121 eggs. In 1955, 
that avenge had grown to 184 
eggs per hen.

During the past 10 years this loss 
has averaged 85.000 acres a year. 

That's the same as 425 two- 
hundred-acre farms going out of 
production in Kentucky each 
year!

The picture in regard to land 
resources is not entirely gloomy, 
however. Farmers, in recent

Much of 
this increase in consumption is 
due to the fact that improved 
production practices have made 
chicken available on a year 
round basis and it can no longer 
be regarded as a Sunday or holi- 
day food. 

Year round availability brings 
chicken to market in many forms. 
For example, chicken now-a-days 
can be purchased fresh, frozen, or 
canned with or without bones. 
Chicken in the fresh or frozen

In speaking of frozen poultry, 
one often hears comments that 
the bones darken. This is often 
ue; however the quality and fla- 
ir of the meat is unharmed.

Following these directions as to 
thawing and cooking procedures 
always results in better flavor in 
the chicken. 
Chicken is sold by classification 
ccording to age. Broiler-fryers 
ire up to 16 weeks old and weigh 
tetween 2'; and 4 pounds.

from 24 to 5 pounds. Stewing 
chickens fall into the same weight 
range as roasters, but the age is 
8 months and over. Roasters will 
be tender, have moderate fat, 
smooth skin, and a flexible 
breast-bone tip.

Grade A, B, and C. There is also 
an inspection system for the 
wholesomeness with a stamp 
which indicates that the bird was 
inspected. Some poultry is in- 
spected only; some is both in- 
spected and graded. Much chick- 
en sold in Kentucky is neither 
graded nor inspected. However, 
many of our poultry plants have 
been set up to meet U.S. specifi- 
cations, so far as sanitation of 
facilities is

FARMING IN '56. For the pant 
ree months experts of all kinds 
have bombarded us with predic- 
about what's going to hap- 
pen to us, economically speak- 
in 1956. Although there is 
some disagreement about what 
occur in some segments of 
our economy there is general 
agreement that agriculture will 
not show much improvement 
. We can't sit back and wait 
imcs to get better or for the 
government to take action. 

Generally speaking we will do 
the best we can — cutting the 
costs where possible, living with- 
ur income, producing more 
efficiently and trying to supple- 
ment our income with off-the- 
farm earnings. Many economies, 
although not enough to offset 
much of the lower income, can 
be put into practice on most 
farms. More exchange of labor 
and machinery, more soil testing 
and efficient use of fertilizer, 
more repairs and less new pur- 



chases will all be in the order 
of the day this year. 

BAD BREAK. In addition to 
the national "cost-price squeeze" 
Kentucky farmers, especially to- 
bacco growers, got some other 
bad breaks this year. They failed 
to get the cigarette tax reduced 
as they expected and a law which 
will increase the consumer's 
price and reduce consumption of 
cigarettes was enacted by the 
Legislature. This is expected to 
have a long-time, detrimental ef- 
fect on tobacco prices. It looks 
as if the decrease in the farm 
vote is decreasing the farmers' 
influence in legislative matters. 
Fortunately, however, the tobac- 
co acreage reduction voted last 
November has been cancelled by 
Congress. 

CREDIT PROBLEMS. The jolt 
of the 45 million dollar decrease 
in tobacco income last year and 
the drop in hog prices is just now 
being felt. Banks and other cred- 
it agencies find that they are 



holding more past-due notes than 
usual. This, added to declining 
farm deposits, will make credit 
tighter in 1956. 

A good credit standing at a 
sound financial institution is one 
of man's most valuable assets and 
he should try to maintain it. 
Some suggestions which will help 
maintain one's credit standing 
are: 

1. Meet all obligations prompt- 
ly. If possible to do so, consult 
with creditors before the due 
date. 

2. Have a definite repayment 
plan. Don't go into debt without 
knowing how it will be repaid. 

3. File a financial statemc 
with your financial instituti 
each year. 

4. Borrow only for essentia 
and buy non-essentials only after 
other debt obligations have been 

5. Keep accurate records. 

6. Make a budget of expected 
income and expenditures and live 
within your income.

ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE proposing to 
annex to the City of Jefferson- 
town a certain tract of land in 
the County of Jefferson to the 
South of and adjacent to present 
Southerly line of the City of Jef- 
fersontown and to extend the 
present boundary line of the City 
of Jeffersontown so as to include 
same, and being more particularly 
hereinafter described. 
NOW THEREFORE. 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE
